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ECONOMIES IN THE HOME. 


AA 
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OW often do we hear the harassed lady 
- vf the house exclaim, “I don’t know 

how Mrs. Dash does it; her husband 
hasn't nearly so good a salary as mine, and 
yet she always seems to have plerty cf money 
to spend, and she keeps up a much better 
appearance than I can.” The explanation is 
this: Mrs. Dash is a good manager, and the 
aggrieve: lady is not. <A great many people 
say that a good manager, like a good musician, 
is born that way, and unless one is born with 
this excellent qualification it is impossible 
to train one’s self to be one. Now, I think 
this view is quite wrong. Certainly the 
woman who is born and brought up in a 
family with a thrifty housekeeper at its head 
is more likely to be a good manager 
than one who sees nothing but extravagance 
and carelessness with regard to the domestic 
arrangements in her girlhood’s home. But 
one can learn a great deal by experience, and 
the mother whe started life handicapped by 
want of it can pass on to her daughters the 
very many useful lessons which she has learnt 
in that way. The first thing to impress on 
the young wife is the necessity for strict 
watchfulness and economy in the small things, 
such as soap, candles, matches, and other 
things of that kind. as well as in food 
materials. I once heard the proprietress of 
a very successful hotel say that it, was- in 
these things that the waste and extravagance 
of servants had to be guarded against. And 
I have always found that she was right. 

With regard to-food, it is always a good 
rule to buy the best. This does not neces. 
sarily mean the dearest. The careful and 
wise woman will visit the various shops and 
compare prices, and will make her purchases 
where she will get the best value for her 
money. é 

By care and discrimnation in buying one 
can make quite a substantial saving each 
week without any sacrifice of quality. This 
applies to practically all commodities required 
in housekeeping. 

At present, while the price of coal is so 
high, one must consider how to make it last 
us long as possible until the prices come down 
to normal again, It is a good plan to collect 
all the refuse of the house—potato and apple 
parings. vegetable parings and outer leaves, 
ctc., which must be discarded as useless— 
scraps of all kinds, in fact—and wrap them 
up in paper in a parcel of a sise that 
will easily fit in at the back of 
the grate, and when the fire 
is going nicely put this parcel at the back. 
It will prevent the coal from burning away 
foo quickly, will give out a strong heat, and 
will keep in for a long time. 

One of the commonest causes of waste is 
carelessness in the use of gas. In most 
modern houses cooking is done altogether 
by gas, and can be done most economically 
if ordinary care is exercised. For instance, 
if you want boiling water, don* fill up the 
kettle. if only half that quantity is required. 
When boiling vegeta>les, stewing meat, fruit 
or anything of that kind, as soon as they 
hegin to boil turn the gas down until it is 
low ehough to keep them just simmering 
and no more. And when leaving one room 
to sit in another, either turn the light low 
or put it out altogether. It is an easy 
matier to light it again when you come back. 
By careful attention to these small things the 
treasurer of the household will get a pleasant 
surprise when the gas bill comes in at the 
end of the quarter. 

Where a house is supplied with electricity 
the same watchfulness can be observed, both 
with regard to cooking and lichting. A 
switch is very easily turned off, and as easily 
turned on again when required. 

It is the practice of these small economies 
which p:omotes the comfort and happiness of 
the home, and, what is a most important 
consideration, helps to build up a healthy and 
bank account.

HE late afternoon sunshine cast its

It has a fascination ¢!! its own, this in- 
creasingly popular interest in a collection of 
rock plants of world-wide origin 
The familiar orange cherianthus grows side 


‘py side with the white, vivid crimson. and 


many-shaded pinks, of the Alpine saxifrage, 
the deep rich shades of the rarer wanda 
blend with the varied mauves and purples of 
the aubrietia, the delicate fairy moss and tiny 
arenaria finds a place beside treasures of 
Asiatic origin. 

Yet the colour scheme of the rock garden 
is incomplete if its owner finds no place for 
that “ unforgetable, unforgotten '' blue. which 
is only to be found in the familiar clumps of 
the myosotis palustris, more commonly known 
as the forget-me-not 

The quaint, romantic legend of the nam- 
ing of this flower is of interest to all garden 
lovers. 

Jt ie said that in the days of old there 
wandered by the banks of the Danube a 
knight and lady fair. Fascinated by the 
beauty of some blue flowers which grew 
beside the bank of the river, she expressed 
a wish for them. With the knightly spirit 
of the age, her companion, forgetful of 
danger, sought to gratify her request. but, 
in doing so. lost his balance, and fell into 
the swiftly-flowing river beneath. As he 
sank for the last time, he flung to the bank 
the tiny blue flowers, crying to his terrified 
lady the simple words, “ Forget-me-not. 

So, according to flower lore, right down 
through the ages the name of the now 
familiar flower has come to us, and, while 
the Greek origin of its botanical name is 
seldom remembered, the simple term, forget- 
me-not, has found its way even into the

s.rain—15 a problem which does not seem to 
weigh very wúr on the minds of many of 
the awehers in the southern rortion of the 
French possessions in Algerta—thoss parts 
which were formerly included in the realm 
of Carthage, or at least were dominated by 
her mighty power and widespread influence, 

Quite recently stories have come to hand 
from travellers who endeavour to envisage for 
“us some impressions and observations taken 
during a trip as far south from the cuast as 
Ouargla (or Wargla in some maps). 

The weather was glorious—with an African 
sun pouring its burning rays over the rippling 


wave; of the Mediterranea: (the Great ye. 


as the Scripture calls it, and sparkling on its 
pebbly strands and rocky shores. 

Leaving these behind them, the party 
starting point, they were so fortunate as to 
meet in their train journey, and make the 
acquaintance of, a French officer, who cordi- 
ally invited them to visit Ouargla, which is a 
military post two hundred kilometres south 
of Touggourt. 

The invitation was readily accepted, for it 
is a typical place, shut in by the desert, 
which was formerly only reached’ by 
travellers on camel-backs—a journey which 
took about three days, but can now be per- 
formed in a car in about six hours, a marvel 
of present-day improvement. 

The latter plan was, of course, adopted, 
and the desert acknowledged the compliment 
by displaying many of its various forms of 
beauty, for; to those who can understand it, 
it has its own compelling charms in its green, 
though small, oases, its occasional lakes 
and streams, its refreshing evening breezes, 
when the glorious stars gaze down from their 
setting in the dark azure above them on the 
uplifted visages of weary travellers, 


Ara’ Houses. 


All these phases are so many leaves, culled 
by the observer from the majestic volume 
of desert revealings, for the information and 
enlightenment of the student. 

A band of Arabs was passed, hard at work 
preparing a roadway for the Governor of 
Algiers, who was about to visit Ouargla— 
“we some of the travellers in mind of the 
Scripture statement of a highway which will 
yet be prepared for the use of the Lord 
Himself, through such like desert sands. 

It struck a modern note to behold such 
work in these far-away places—and the fore- 
man enhanced this note by his ready accept- 
ance of a copy of the New Testament, with 
apparent pleasure and thankfulness. 

At last the mud-built environs of Ouargla 
were reached, when one of the party sat 
down in a quiet street to take some sketches 
of the quaint old-world places. But she 
could not work at these for very long, as she 
was speedily surrounded by an eager group 
of children—and wherever children gather 
and chatter a door will soon open, and a 
woman will peep out to see what is going on. 

The visitor is then invariably invited into 
the house, so that questions may be asked 
and answered. Houses! Homes! The words 
are unknown quantities. Shelters is a better 
name, for seldom can these  dvwell- 
ings—or those in the neighbouring 
villages—be called by the grander names. 
They are merely a nest of dark, barren-like 
passages. and small yards, which open into 
still darker rooms—or rather sheds. 

In these yards—or rather sheds of some 
dried bricks—the women spend their days. 
Here they sit, patiently sifting corn, there 
grinding it—or again mixing it with water, 
and rubbng the flour through a coarse sieve. 
to prepare their staple food, the everlasting 
Kous-Kous. 


Never Idle. 


Tf thev are not doing these necessary house- 
hold tasks, they are weaving Bournovses for 
the men-—for these women are never idle. 

Besides these works, practically everyone 
does spinning in a primitive way with 
primitive appliances—for all the dwellings 
were quite bare of furniture. Everyone 
squatted in the dust on the ground—but a 
grass mat was always produced, and spread 
out for the visitors to sit upon, displaying in 
that wild land a touch of inbred and native 
courtesy. 

One thing that seemed to profoundly strike 
the visitors was the quietness of the often 
empty streets—shut in between their high 
mud walls. There are places, nevertheless, in 
these ueighbourhoods where the date-palm 
grows, the citron and the olive and the 
orange trees flourish, whose fruits’ are wel- 
come additions to their above-named frugal 
meals, and whose foliage affords a shade 
where it is possible for them to carry on their 
work away from their dark, unwholesome 
dwellings. 

In such surroundings one’s thoughts fly 
back to the days of the mighty Hannibal, 
when the homes of these people were just as 
primitive, and where the question of whole- 
some, sanitary households and individual 
cleanliness would have heen treated by then® 
as a kind of pleasing phantasy. : 

l they did hear a rumour of laws relating 
to such matters, and of the splendid. public 
haths which were ‘such benefactions in the 
capital, they regarded them as pleasant 
dreams—and continued to build up their sun- 
dried bricks or mud shanties with increased 
assiduity and contentment.

Beat the egg and add lialf the milk to it, 
stirring well. Dip the slices of bread in this, 
and then fry them a golden brown. Drain 
the oysters from the liquor and place in a 
saucepan with the butter. When thoroughly 
heated through, add the flour gradually. Then 
add the rest of the milk and stir till the 
sauce is smooth and cooked. Add the season- 
ing and parsley, pour over the toast and 
serve hot. 


COD PILAW. 

Cook 4 ozs. of rice till tender in boiliag 
salted water. While this is cooking, cut 
three or four slices of cod into small pieces 
(removing the skin and bone) and fry in 
4 ozs. of butter or margarine... When cooked 
through, pour off some of the butter, add 
the cooked rice and a chopped pimento (if 
possible). Mix carefully, season well, and 
serve hot. 


TYROL FILLETS. 

Trim some fillets of plaicesor sole verv 
neatly. Sprinkle the surface with pepper 
and salt and a squeeze of iemon juice. 
Melt some butter in a saucepan, add a table- 
spoonful of finely minced onion, and two 
tablespoonsful of chépped mushrooms. Fry 
until tender—lift from the pan, and lay a 
spoonful on each fillet. Roll up neatly and 
pack into a casserole or pie dish so closely 
that the fillets cannot come unrolled—jast 
cover with milk—and bake very gently. 
Make a white sauce with the milk and coat 
the fillets with this.

COCK-FIGHTING IN 
CO. ANTRIM. 


CONTESTS CONCLUDED AFTER 
POLICE INTERRUPTION. 

A cock-fight, in which Antrim, Derry and 
Tyrone were represented, took place at an 
early hour on the mountain which lies be- 
tween Cushendall and Larne. Shortly after 
dawn fully five hundred ''cockers” from 
Antrim, Armagh, Derry, Monaghan and 
Tyrone had assembled on the side of the 
mountain. The birds were weighed and 
made icady for the day's “sport,” and the 
ring prepared, and stakes up to £50 a side 
were lodged. 

The gamekeeper on the mountain objected 
to the presence of the visitors, who, however, 
refused to leave. Everything was going 
along «smoothly, and five battles had been 
fought, when a Crossley car from Ballymena 
Was seen approaching, and the police made 
their appearance. The crowd dispersed, but 
only to re-assemble some miles distant, where 
the remaining contests were concluded. 

The police took the names of the most pro- 
mineut among the gathering, and probably 
prosecutions will follow. 


REFUSAL TO HEAR 
EJECTMENT CASES.

LEGALITY OF JUSTICE’S 
DECISION QUESTIONED. 


A decision of the District, Justice at the 
Kells Court to refuse to hear ejectment cases 
brought by the Meath Board of Health 
unless they were represented by a solicitor 
was commented upon by Mr. L. Smith, a 
rent collector, in a letter to the Board. 

He had, he stated, three cases against 
tenants of the Board, and on being sworn 
he handed the Justice the sealed authority 
under the Labourers’ Act authorising him to 
take proceedings. “Tell the Board of 
Health,” said the Justice, “that I refuse to 
hear the ejectment cases brought by them 
unless they are represented by a solicitor. 
I will dismiss the cases, and if the 
defendants appear, I will give them all the 
costs I can. It is ridiculous to expect rent 
collectors to conduct cases.”’ 

The collector went on to say that in a 
case where a local solicitor appeared for one 
of the defendants, as he could not prove 
the witnessing of the agreement, the Justice 
dismissed the case, with £1 costs. The 
action of the District Justice at Kells would 
add difficulties to the collection in the dis- 
trict. As about 90 per cent. of the agree- 
ments were witnessed by the late Thomas 
Smith, it would be impossible for him to 
prove any of them when taking proceedings. 

In th: course of a discussion at the 
monthly meeting of the Board, held in Trim, 
Mr. Matthews said that it was a matter 
for the Local Government Department. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Hopkins)—f think 
it better to refer the matter to the Minister 
for Justice. He (the Justice) wants a dead 
man to witness a signature. (Laughter.) 

A resolution was passed drawing the 
attention of the Local Government Depart- 
ment to the facts of the cases and the dead- 
lock created by the action of the Justice at 
Kells Court, and requesting the Minister for 
Local Government to confer with the 
Minister of Justice as to the legality of the 
“ programme ” outlined by the District 
Justice.

STETTIN SPIRIT. 


PUBLICAN’S~ APPEAL “ INV 
REVENUE PROSECUTION. 


Judge McElligott gave his decision at 
Ennis Circuit Court in an appeal by Mrs. 
Bridget O'Dwyer, publican, Clonadrum, 
Mullagh, from a decision of District Justice 
Gleeson fining her £25 and ordering the 
forfeiture of her licence for having been 
found in possession of spirits in the Grey- 
hound Inn, on which “full duties’’ had not 
been paid. 

Mr. Francis Fogarty, an analyst in the 
State Laboratory, said that the liquid found 
on the premises contained 98.65 per cent. 
proof spirit, or was 1.35 under proof. 
Generally speaking, it was “ commercial 
absolute alchohol,”’ coloured with caramel, 
or burnt sugar. Absolute alcohol of this 
kind was very difficult to procure, as it had 
to be obtained under special permit. It 
was used industrially in the preparation of 
ether and other such compounds, in which 
absolute purity was essential. It was allowed 
to universities and colleges in small 
quantities for research purposes. This liquid 
was about a third stronger than whiskey, 
but it was not very deadly. 

Judge McElligott—Would a man in Quilty, 
where they have strong tongues and strong 
stomachs, discover on taking a glass of the 
stuff that it was not whiskey? 

The Witness—Immediately. Any one with 
any sort of a critical taste at all would 
detect 11 This has really no taste, but it 
gives a burning sensation. It is otherwise 
characterless, Absolute alcohol is mainly 
produced in Germany, and that dealt with 
in this case exactly corresponds with Stettin 
spirit. 

Counsel for the defence argued that the 
order made by the District Justice was bad, 
as it was made under the Illicit Distillation 
(Ireland) Act. which had been . construed 
as relating only to spirits distilled in Ire- 
land. 

The Judge—Is it your argument that a 
publican can poison anybody with German 
spirit without any penalty? 

Counsel replied that his argument was 
that the prosecution was brought under the 
wrong Act. Besides, to sustain a conviction, 
guilty knowledge on the part. of the 
publican should be shown, and the State 
should prove also that the spirits found 
on the premises were subject to duty. 

After further: evidence and argument, the 
Judge said that he was satisfied that Mrs. 
O’Dwver did not know that the “ contraband 
liquor’ was on her premises. But in the 
section’ of the Act, knowledge was im- 
material; it was not essential to the com- 
mission of an offence that she should know 
that it was there. However, the house had 
officially a good character, and he had de- 
cided to give the defendant the benefit of 
the Probation of Offenders Act. “But,” he 
added, “ she ‘must not do it again.”

LEGISLATION WANTED. 


The Monaghan Board of Health has passed 
a resolution calling on the Free State Govern- 
ment to introduce legislation dealing with 
the problem of unmarried mothers in county 
homes. The solicitor advised the Board that 
their powers in the matter were the same as 
those which the old Board of Guardians had. 
They could recover for maintenance from the 
putative father if the mother made an 
affidavit as to the paternity of the child. 

Mr. Johnston said that the law should be 
amended to compel unmarried mothers to 
give this information. 

The Local Government Department haviag 
requested the Board to adopt a scheme for 
the welfare of the blind, it was decided, on 
the motion of Mr. Johnston, seconded by: Mr. 
Holderoft. to request the Government to 
introduce a national scheme for this purpose. 
It should not be made a charge on the local 
ra‘es, the resolution stated.

FURTHER OPPOSITION TO

The appeal to Fermanagh to support a 
maternity hospital for Belfast has met with 
further opposition.

The appeal had been made in Fermanagh 
Richardson 
and Lady Brooke, and these ladies have 
issued a reply to the doctors, They state 
that if Fermanagh helps this scheme, it will 
ensure that Fermanagh can call upon the 
Belfast hospital when required, and for this 
reason they considered that the Duchess of 
Abercorn was justified in asking for some 
contribution from Fermanagh. Thev did not 
wish to divert any money from the Fer- 
managh hospital, but as there are no mater- 
nity wards whatsoever in Fermanagh, and 
the cost of erecting such would be £20,000, 
they feel that it would be foresight to con- 
ivibnte to the nearest maternitv hospital—t.c., 
Belfast. Entertainments would be held in 
aid of the Fermanagh contribution, but there 
would it no house-to-house collection made.

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HER DEBUT AT DUBLIN. 
————

I” 1728 Peg Woffington made her first 

appearance not as a public performer, 
but as an actress. The bicentenary is 
worthy~ of notice. In all the many 
tellings of her highly-coloured story the 
beginning of her career has generally 
been passed over cursorily, to dwell upon 
the dazzling charmer of later years who 
bewitched David Gartick. and many 
another before and after him. It was not 
until November 6th, 1740, as Sylvia in 
Farguhar's “The Recruiting cer,”’ 
that she appeared in London, after twelve 
years on the stage in Ireland. 

Margaret Woffington was born in Dublin 
in 1717, or, perhaps, earlier. The exact 
year is doubtful. She was the daughter 
of a bricklayer, of whom the end was 
sudden and surprising. He entertained a 
strong prejudice, against physicians and 
orthodox medical science. When illness 
compelled him to lay down trowel and 
plumb-line, he stubbornly refused to havo 
a doctor. He was swiltly récovering when 
his wile disobediently called one in. The 
doctor examined the convalescent, and 
pronounced him out of danger. Woffing- 
ton died the next day. 


HER FIRST APPEARANCE. 


Peg was then three or four years old. 
While her baby sister, Mary, was cared 
for by a neighbour, she toddled through 
Dublin streets and alleys beside her 
mother, who earned some sort of a living 
by hawking’ watercress. The baby 
eventually became the Hon. Mrs. Chol- 
mondeley, and inherited some £5,000 and 
other property from Peg. When Peg 
was some five ycars old, to the city there 
came Madame Violante, an Italian rope- 
dancer, after a successful London season. 
To the booth where she and her partner 
performed all Dublin thronged, tradesmen 
and artisans, barefoot peasants and the 
quality. Madame offered Mrs. Woffington 
a welcome opportunity of providing for 
Peg. She was apprenticed to the acrobat, 
and meanwhile she appeared in the per- 
formance, saucily peeping from one of the 
baskets..dangling írom each end of the 
long balanéing pole, another child lifting 
the lJid of the other, as the rope-walker 
stopped midway im the culminating feat 
of the entertainment. 

Hair-raising agility eventually began to’ 
pall upon» Dublin. andiences; “and. 
attendances’ and receipts bevan to dwindle. ' 
Madame Violante, otherwise well content. 
with the tity, cast about for some other 
attraction: As” her theatre was not 
licensed’ by the authorities for dramatic 
performances, plays. by regular actors 
could not be given; and she betliought her- 
self of plays acted by children, aspecies of 
entertainment which had some vogue in 
London. She recruited a company of 
children, none much over ten years old, 
and instructed and rehearsed them 
assiduously in their parts. Mrs. Woffing- 
ton, who now kept a huckster’s shop on 
Ormond quay, was doubtless well pleased 
that her child was cast for the star part. 


“THE LILLIPUTIAN TROUPE.” 


At the end of January, 1728, ‘The 
Beggar’s Opera’’ of John Gay took Lon- 
don by storm. It was soon played in 
Dublin. “We are full of it,” wrote 
Swilt “as London can be—continually 
acting and houses crammed, and the Lord 
Lieutenant several times there—laughing 
his heart out.” Madame Violante chose 
such a sensational success for tue first 
production of her juvenile players. Crowds 
were attracted night after night to see 
the half-miniature copy, half-travesty and 
burlesque of the famous musical comedy 
by the ‘‘ Lilliputian Troupe,’”’ as it was 
advertised, ‘‘Gulliver’s Travels’’ having 
appeared two years before. 

Other plays followed by the ‘‘Lilliputian 
Troupe,’’ but when the novelty had worn 
off and audiences decreased, Madame 
Violante leased the theatre to a manager 
who produced plays by a regular com- 
pany. Meanwhile Peg became an orange 
girl in the theatres, and a popular 
favourite for her prettiness and her saucy 
wit, though not like '“ Orange Nell ” of 
Old Drury sixty years before. She was by 
no means faultlessly beautiful, but she: 
was bewitchingly pretty, with the charm 
of a roguish colleen. Charles Reade’s 
novel, ‘‘Peg Woffington,”’ is mingled 
fiction and fact. That his descrintion of 
the heroine is fact is amply attested by 
portraits and contemporary accounts. 
“She had a head of beautiful form, 
perched like a bird upon a throat massive, 
yet shapely and smooth as a column of 
alabaster ; a symmetrical brow, black eyes 
full of fire and tenderness, a delicious 
mouth with a hundred varying expres- 
sions, and that marvellous faculty of 
giving beauty alike to love or scorn, a 
sneer or a smile. But she had ond feature 
more remarkable than all, her -yebrows— 
the actor’s feature; they were jet-black, 
strongly marked, and in repose were 
arched like a rainbow: but it was their 
extraordinary flexibility which made other 
faces upon the stage look sleepy beside 
Margaret Woffington’s.’’ 


AS OPHELIA. 


At the Aungier street playhouse she be- 
came a member of the company, perform- 
ing in dances between the acts. She made 
her first appearance in a speaking part 
on February 12th, 1737, as Ophelia, at 
thirty shillings a week. “She now,” 
wrote a critic, “began to unveil those 
beauties and display those graces and 
accomplishments which for so many years 
afterwards charmed mankind.” Peg 
Woffington was later most popular in male 
parts, or as a girl disguising her sex, for 
which her tall, slight figure, her easy 
carriage with a hint of swagger, her well- 
defined features, and a certain boyish note 
in her voice were well-adapted. She first 
took such a part on her benefit night in 
this first season. In her second season the 
orange girl had already become the 
favourite actress of Dublin. 

In the next year, 1739, the winter was 
extremely severe, and a terrible famine 
began. One-fifth of the population of 
Ireland perished. Public amusements 
ceased everywhere. Dublin theatres were 
closed for nearly three months. When 
they opened in the following spring Peg 
appeared, “ at the desire of several persons 
of quality,’’ in her most celebrated part 
of Sir Harry Wildair in George Farqu- 
har’s comedy, '“ The Constant Couple, or 
a Trip to the Jubilee,’’ ridiculing the pre- 
parations for ns pilgrimage to Rome in 
the Jubilee year. She was an extra- 
ordinary success, and her pre-eminence in 
debonair ‘breeches parts” was estab- 
lished. Wilks, the original actor in the 
RE“ in 1699, had created its success. 

arguhar asserted that when he died there 
would no longer be a Sir Harry, and since 
his death, in 1733, the comedy had very 
seldom been revived until it became Peg’s 
peculiar property. “She remained,’’ 
wrote Tate Wilkinson, ‘‘the unrivalled 
Wildair all her life. The managers had 
recourse to the lady for this character 
whenever they had fears of the want of 
an audience.” Even Garrick’s attempt at 
the part in 1742 was a failure. 


TO LONDON. 


Peg came to London with but one dress 
in her wardrobe and seventeen shillings 
in her purse, and, after eighteen unsuc- 
cessful attempts, secured an engagenent 
from Rich, at Covent Garden. ‘A for- 
tunate thing for my wife,’’ he afterwards 
told Sir Joshua Reynolds, “that I am 
not of a susceptible temperament. Other- 
wise I should have found it difficuit to 
retain my equanimity enough to arrange

varied. 

He was born in Dublin in 1874, the son 
of the late Mr. Daniel O'Connell, a well- 
known Queen’s Counsel, and received his 
early education from Jesuits. He studied 
with a view to a military career, but a 
fall from a horse changed his plans. At 
17 he decided on a theatrical career. and 
in the following year played in Ibsen's 
“Ghosts”’ with Mr. Lewis Wallcr. 

His first book appeared when ‘he ‘was 
19, and successive volumes made him 
known both in the British Isles and 
America while he was only 22 years old. 
His plays proved exceedingly popular, and 
were staged at most of the leading Londén 
theatres, in addition to the Abbey Theatre 
at Dublin. 


The Abbey Theatre. 


In 1909 he was appointed Director of 
the Abbey Theatre in succession to Mr. 

M. Synge, and a notable feature of 
his régime was the re-production there of 
“The Playboy of the Western World,’’ 
which had previously met with a hostile 
reception. 

On the outbreak of the European War 
he offered himself for military service, 
but was rejected on medical grounds; but 
he eventually succeeded in reaching the 
bin of war as the head of a Y.M.C.A.

An Tlrishwoman’s Hoard, 


_ Behind a “ next-of-kin’’ announcement 
issued by a Bradford (Yorkshire) firm of 
solicitors lies a story of a hoard of money 
discovered after the death of an Irish- 
woman in hospital, and attempts, so far 
unsuccessful, to trace her relatives. 

The woman, Miss Margaret Garry, was 
born in Ireland about sixty years ago, and 
went to England at the age of ten. For 
the last fourteen years she had carried on 
a grocery business in Bradford, and neigh- 
bours had remarked on her lonely and 
rather eccentric habits. She died in a 
Bradford hospital last April, and in the 
absence of kindred the landlord of the 
shop put her affairs into the hands of his 
solicitors. 


Cash and Notes. 


A search was authorised by the 
solicitors, and in an unlocked tin box, 
hidden under the shop counter, one-pound 
and ten-shilling Treasury notes to the 
value of nearly £600 have been found. 
Near by was an old canister full of halí- 
crowns, worth between £20 and £30; and 
the stock of goods and other effects have 
been auctioned for about £100. 

It is believed that Miss Garry slept in 
a chair behind the counter, and at the 
time of her removal to hospital the only 
bed in the house was piled up with 
groceries. The search of the house re- 
vealed no papers that have led to the dis- 
covery of relatives, and she has been heard 
to say that they were all dead. Failing 
the appearance of a claimant, the money 
will go to the Government. 


Dublin’s Restaurants. 


These last few weeks some of my friends 
in business have made the subject of 
Dublin’s restaurants figure more than 
usual in their conversation, and institute 
comparisons none too favourable between 
them and similar establishments in 
London and other English cities. In one 
respect their strictures are justified—viz., 
the lack of variety in their bill of fare 
as compared with what one finds on the 
other side. It is in the providing of teas 
that one notices how restricted are the 
resources of our local restaurants. The 
tea, as such, is unexceptionable; but *he 
necessary concomitants—bread, cakes, etc., 
butter cr a little salad—are served up in 
a vy pinched and unsatisfactory fashion. 

One cannot help feeling, from the 
mincing way in which things are served, 
that restaurants here are not supposed to 
be places that for the nonce accommodate 
the needs of the visitor, but only lures 
to relieve him of his fare, regardless of 
what is provided. The Trish Tourist 
Association might well devote itself to the 
matter.

Historic Clonmel. 


Clonmel, which is to be the objective 
next month of the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries of Ireland when they make their 
annual excursion, is one of the few Irish 
towns which have a well documented 
history, enabling the reader to know that 
he is on firm ground as he traces its rise 
and development from early Christian 
times, when the surrounding country was 
occupied by a people known as the Deisi. 
Originally they inhabited the barony of 
Deece, in County Meath, and were 
descended from a common ancestor, Tracha 
Suidhe, brother of Con of the Hundred 
Battles, who in the second century of 


|. the Christian era was monarch of Ireland. 
‘About the year 278 they aimed at making 
‘their chief, Aongms, Ard-Righ, and were 


defeated and driven into Munster, where 
the King of that province, Olioll Olum, 
settled them in the present County Water- 
ford. By the end of the fifth century they 
had become so powerful that they passed 
across the Suir and drove the Ossorians 
out of the district on the north of the 
river, which afterwards was known as 
Deise Tuaisceart, or North Deise. 


Local Place Names. 


The place names of Clonmel and district 
show that it must have been the scene 
of the missionary labours of St. Patrick 
and his disciples. Such places as Bally- 
patrick and Glasspatrick preserve his 
name, while three ancient churches— 
Kiltagan, Killerk and Kilmalogue—com- 
memorate the names of missionaries who 
came immediately after the Apostle. In 
the tenth and eleventh centuries many 
traditions survived of the saint’s visit to 
the Deisi, and some met with such strong 
belief that they found their way into 
recognised biography. 

It is recorded, for instance, in the Tri- 
partite Life that when the saint went into 
the Deisi country to build a church the 
King of Munster put in a tardy appear- 
ance, and at night, much to the displeasure 
of St. Patrick, who rebuked him. ' What 
delayed you?’’ asked Patrick. Being ‘told 
it was the rain, he retorted: “ Your 
meetings shall be showery for ever,” and 
then we are told that Patrick ‘* cursed 
the streams of that place because his 
books were drowned in them, and the 
fishermen gave his people a refusal.” 


Birthplace of Great Irishmen. 


Many famous Irishmen were born in 
Clonmel. One of the greatest was the 
Rev. Stephen White. 8.J., who tore to 
shreds the misrepresentations of Cam- 
brensis regarding the conquest of Ireland. 
Dr. Reeves said that it was White “ who 
opened that rich mine of Irish literature 
on the Continent which has ever since 
yielded such valuable returns, and still 
continues unexhausted, and by his dis- 
interested exertions made less enterprising 
labourers at or nearer home acquainted 
with the treasures preserved in foreign 
libraries.’’ 

Anotuer celebrity who first saw the light 
in it was Laurence Sterne. Admirers of 
the author of “Tristram Shandy” from 
far and near have tried to discover the 
house where he was born. In the lapse 
of a hundred and sixty years since his 
death all hope of identifying it has

An Insect Armageddon. 


There is no hope of an armistice in the 
great war of the insects. The Ministry 
of Agriculture in London and the 
Scientific Research Department are enlist- 
ing recruits for this deadly campaign on 
a scale that makes Kitchener’s Armies a 
bagatelle. To counter the ravages of 
insect and weed pests, not only here at 
home, but particularly overseas in the 
Dominions and Colonies, which cost the 


Empire’s farmers many millions every 


year, whole legions of parasites who feed 
upon these enemies are being raised by 
scientific experts. Ladybirds, beloved of 
children, and joyous omens of new clothes, 
are being cultivated and exported to kill 
off green fly. Even the caterpillar and 
beetle are being enrolled by science, and 
there are insect warriors who attack blow 
flies, earwigs, and even, perhaps, the 
dreaded tsetse fly. They are al] being 
sworn in for the duration. 


Sydney and Irish Fishermen. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Kelly, the Archbishop 
of Sydney, who has forwarded a draft tor 
£409, collected in Sydney in aid of the 
dependents of the lost fishermen of Galway 
and Mayo, is a Waterford man, having 
been born there 78 years ago. 

Dr. Kelly attended the Irish College at 
Rome, following which he was ordained 
in 1877 at Enniscorthy. From that year 
up to 1891 he was a member of the 
Diocesan Missionary Body at Ferns, and 
in 1891 returned to Rome to become 
Rector of the Irish College. 

In 1901 he was appointed Coadjutor to 
Cardinal Moran and titular Archbishop of 
Achrida, and in 1911 he became Arch- 
bishop of Sydney. 3

The recent excitement over the refusal 
of the play by the Abbey directorate was 
responsible for the sale of the book, and it 
has been read probably by many who never 
even saw or read any of Mr. O’Casey’s 
other plays. Miss Drago played Rosie 
Redmond in the “ Plough’ in London, 
when she scored a big success. She is one 
of the products of the Abbey Theatre, and 
many will remember her fine acting as the 
crippled child in Mr. Lennox Robinson’s 
‘* Patriot.” 


Marsh s Library. 


Marsh's Library, which adjoins St. 
Patrick's Cathedral in Dublin, contains 
a unique collection of theological works, 
mostly in Latin. It is a very old institu- 
tion, and is well worth a visit. The 
Librarian shows visitors some volumeés 
annotated by Dean Swift, who wrote a 
neat and clear hand, but, indeed, visitors 
are very few, though the Library is open 
all day Jong. 

The age that exhausted its energies 
classifying heresies is past, and now little 
interest is taken in disputes about free will 
and predestination, or the rival claims of 
prglacy and Presbyterianism. The interest, 
however, in theologict] matters is not dead, 
as the late debates on the revision of the 
Proyer-book prove. 

I remember years a@o, writes a friend, 
being commissioned to write an account 
of Marsh’s Library for one of the Dublin 
papers. At that time Professor Stokes 
was the Librarian, and I called to see 
him. The Professor very kindly got me 
out of serious difficulty by lending me a 
lecture of his on the subject and giving 
me permission to quote as freely as I liked 
from it. 

There is a curious legend to the effect 
that Marsh’s Library is haunted by the 
ghost of Dean Swift, who “ revisits the 
glimpses of the Moon,’’ and still retains 
his interest in the Cathedral and the 
Library. Strangely enough, Christ Church 
Cathedral is also said to be haunted, but 
the personality of the ghost in that case 
has not been traced. 


Seeded Players. 


The draw for the lawn tennis champion- 
ship meeting at Wimbledon provides no 
sensations, because the process of seeding 
which is adopted eliminates the chance 
of the ‘‘star’’ performers coming up 
against each other in the very early 
rounds. The system adopted is, no doubt, 
calculated to help the gate money.

What would one say, for instance, if in 
the amateur golf championship the draw 
was so arranged as to ensure strong proba- 
bility of a final between Bobby Jones and 
Roger Whitehead ?

t STEEL IN 
POLITICS. 


THE WAR. 


- 


(By OTTMAR STRAUSS.) 


Herr Ottmar Strauss, of Cologne, is one 
of the biggest captains of industry in the 
Ethineland, He as a partner of Otto Wolff, 
the great trou and steel magnate. 


Fe" a long time the steel industry has 
enjoyed a rather bad páitical 
reputation. Not only has it been con- 
sidered a war “ profiteer,’’ but it has 
been included among the factors which 
tend to bring war about. Some have 
even saddled it with the responsibility 
for the world war. The profits of that 
war, however, have been very largely can- 
celled, particularly in Germany, by four 
years of crisis, due to economic isolation 
and to the disorganisation of the national 
and international economy. 
rival industries which competed with 
European’ steel-works throughout the 
world during the war years are now 
continuing and putting up tariff walls 
against the exports of Europe, while try- 
ing also to catch the new market. , 
If the direct losses of the European 
steel industry, owing to the abnormal 
economic conditions of the war and the 
post-war period, are far from being com- 
pensated by war gains and by inflation, 
it is even more difficult to estimate in 
figures the losses which have arisen from 
the consequences of the war. To see how 
things have developed, we have only to 
realise that the price of iron and steel 
in the world market has been in recent 
years below the pre-war price, and that 
the value of silver has fallen from 40 
to 50 per cent., so that to-day deliveries 
are made to the foreigner under cond 
tions representing less than two-thirds 
of the pre-war price. The war-time ex- 
perience of the steel industry has, 
therefore, not been of the best, and we 
shall hardly expect to hear its representa- 
tives raising their voice in favour of war. 
The legend of war-mongering, like that 
of war ‘' profiteering,’’ has been disposed 
of. though it is true that the discovery 
has come a little late to some of the 


interested parties. 
AN INTERNATIONAL ENTENTE. 


The after-war situation of the European 
steel industry has not produced any 
uniform tendency for the regulation of 
international economic relations. In all 
the countries concerned, the industry has 
been: forced to export, and international 
rivalry imposes prices which involve a 
loss for all those countries whose 
currency is stable. It was a long time 
before the idea of an _ international 
entente was adopted. in theory and em- 
bodied in the foundation of the 
International Union of Crude Iron. 

This, it is true, was only a beginning, 
which has scarcely developed in the 
eighteen months that have passed since 
then. The composition of the Union has 
not been equal to raising prices in the 
world market to a level capable of meet- 
ing the demands of countries without 
special advantages. Another characteristic 
of the post-war situation has remained 
intact, and even has been intensified by 
the international industrial agreements. 
The necessity of exporting at less than 
cost price made the national protection 
of every country’s own market by the 
help of associations, Custom duties, and 
protective agreements, even more in- 
dispensable than the conclusion of inter- 
national ententes. Losses in foreign trade 
could only be compensated in the home 
market. 


GERMAN IRON INDUSTRY. 


The free trade system is to-day hardly 
applicable to the steel industry, and 
national protection remains of the 
greatest practical importance. Pending 
some fundamental change in the situation 
of the world market, these factors must 
continue to operate, and it is worth 
noting that, among all the agreements 
of the International Steel Union, the 
greatest practical importance attaches to 
those which concern the protection of the 
German market against the West and 
against importation from Lorraine and 
Luxembourg. The tendency towards 
international co-operation is clearly 
shown by the fact that partial results 
have been obtained with other inter- 
national cartels. 

In face of the great difficulties, con- 
tinually renewed, it is impossible to 
predict whether this tendency can in the 
near future triumph over the tendency 
towards national agreements. Certainly, 
the German iron industry, which is 
exposed in the home market to the most 
violent attacks on account of its Customs 
policy as well as its attitude towards the 
unions, has lost no opportunity of con- 
solidating and developing international 
agreements. Last year, when the 
international manifesto, signed by the 
leading personalities in the economic 
world, was published, demanding a 
commercial éentente and the suppression 
of. customs, the name of the managing 
director of the greatest German mining 
enterprise, Vereinigte Stallwerke, was 
among them. 


ELIMINATING FRICTION. 


It is true that the agreements of inter- 
national cartels can no more guarantee 
world peace than can  most-favoured 
nation clauses or free trade tendencies. 
Their political importance is mainly 
negative and lies in the suppression of 
friction and of the economic irritations 
with which we have to reckon, the more 
so because the economic powers in ques- 
tion represent in all countries an 
important political factor. Naturally, we 
must not expect a '“ pacifist’’ policy 
from the steel industry, especially Where 
—outside Germany and Austria—it re- 
mains largely an armament industry. It 
is hardly possible to lecture soldiers on 
the futility of force and to combine the 
sale of peace pamphlets with the sale 
of cannons. 

The German steel industry, from which 
the Treaty of Versailles took away this 


slowness with which an 
international rapprochement between in- 
dustries and Governments take place. 
When it was called ypon to adapt its war 
products to the conditions of peace it 
recognised how costly and difficult such 
an adaptation is, and it has no desire 
now to reverse the process. Moreover, 
the representatives of this industry have 
been forced to recognise the difficulties 
which lie in the way of a psychological 
adaptation of the policy of international 
rapprochement, and that not only for the 
heads of the industry. The German steel 
industry will continue, therefore, to 
follow the direction that it has already 
taken, with the patience and _persever- 
ance which have won it its place in the 
world.

Spain and Jreland. 


Ireland is a,fallow land. In this season 
of holidays and motoring men go about 
the country and are oppressed everywhere 
by “the silence of unlaboured fields.” 
Meadows that have been invaded by 
rushes where the land is low-lying, and 
by thistles in drier places; hill-sides once 
tilled that now are covered with gorse; 
éxpanses once wooded that now are bare— 
these are the spectacles that cverywhere 
meet the eye of one who drives no farther 
than a score of miles from Dublin City. 
An account by the Special Correspondent 
of the Yorkshire Post, in Seville, of works 
of reclamation now in progress in the 
valley of the Guadalquiver is a romance 
of ‘industry that could be read with profit 
by the sluggish youth of Ireland. British 
skill has united with the energies of 
Spain to present a noble 
spectacle of constructive enterprise. 
Viscount Milner, a few. years before 
his death, travelled through Andalusia 
by that vast river which 
vessels of 15,000 tons as far 
as Seville. He observed conditions 
similar to those overcome in Egypt by the 
taming of the Nile, and he persuaded 
Major R. E. Foster, already experienced 
in Egyptian reclamation, to draw up an 
appropriate scheme. Two weeks after the 
scheme was completed Milner was dead ; but 
ultimately Swiss capital was secured, and 
in 1926 a start was made. At Lora, twenty 
miles from Seville, the company has its 
headquarters, and there an ex-officer of the 
Guards conducts agricultural research, and 
a former Scottish Rugby player manages

The first zone of 7,500 acres will be com- 
pleted in the present year. 

An area of 150,000 acres of these mud- 
flats has been mapped out for conquest. A 
forest of poplar saplings has been planted 
and is growing rapidly, beautifying the 
fields which are coming into being on the 
site of former mud. Already, too, 100 
miles of walls and channels have. been 
constructed ; 55 miles of roadway and 27 
miles of light railway have been laid. The 
first settlers are growing their first crops 
of wheat and cotton, using seed that has 
been selected with expert skill fo. use in 
a climate which in midsummer resembles 
that of Africa. It is expected that 
within two years the company will see an 
annual return of £365,000 from crops and 
£100,000 from leases. When the land has 
been brought to a perfect condition and 
has been parcelled out, the company, its 
occupation gone, will turn into a public 
utility corporation, taking charge of 
irrigation services, roads, light, power and 
transport. For Spain a big work of 
internal colonisation will have been com- 
pleted. Some day, perhaps, when the sons 
and daughters of Irish farmers cease to 
be attracted by the glitter of American 
cities, the demand will arise for the recovery 
of the land that Ireland has lost, and 
for the reclamation of those large expanses 
of flooded or barren land which might be 
rendered fertile. In Western Ireland, 
where congestion exists at present, there 
are thousands of acres of cutover bog and 
moor that could be brought under the 
plough within a few years by the simple 
processes of drainage and the application 
of ground limestone. In the midlands 
there are wide regions amenable to the 
same treatment, or needing but the plant- 
ing of shelter belts of trees to be made 
fruitful. Along the eastern coasts there 
are far-extending warrens, an offence to 
the economical eye, that ought to be 
brought under trees. When good use is 
made of Ireland’s present areas of fertile 
be encouragement to

cultural population even greater than that 
of 1846 ought to find sustenance within

Smoke Abatement. 


It is reported that a smokeless fuel, 
known as “coalite,”’ is being manufac- 
tured in England on an extensive scale. 
The manufacturing process results also in 
the production of oil and benzol, but the 
principal object of the makers is the pro- 
duction of a good smokeless fuel. Some 
progress towards smoke abatement in 
industrial cities already has been made. 
Manchester and Birmingham are not quite 
so black as they were painted by Matthew 
Arnold, Ruskin and other critics of the 
industrial revolution ; but one of the most 
undesirable features of modern progress 
still remains. It is said that Londoners 
were astounded two years ago, when the 
factories were closed during the general 
strike, at the new aspect of London, 
clear for a few days of smoke. The worst 
period of the factory system is ended, 
but it still is possible that urban resi- 
dents may spend their whole lives with- 
out a glimpse of any “ green and pleasant 
land.’’ In Ireland smoke abatement is 
not so serious a problem. It is only 
while standing on Cave Hill, above 
Belfast, that a visitor to Ireland will see 
the smoke of r-any chimneys beneath him. 
The development of the Shannon electric 
power scheme ought to enable us to enjoy 
the benefits of the industrial revolution 
without its smoke. Countries like 
Switzerland and Italy, which depend for 
their supply of industrial power upon 
electricity, rather than upon coal, thus 
have been able to keep unspoiled their 
natural scenery. It would be unsafe, how- 
ever, to predict that coal will not be 
used widely so long as it can be obtained. 
A smokeless fuel for domestic purposes 
would be very popular if chemical research 
could succeed in producing such a thing. 
Some of us have memories of strange 
compounds, marketed during the general 
strike, which were all smoke and no fuel, 
and we should be very glad to have in.

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Taste in Books. 


In discussions and controversies on 
literature it seems often to be implied 
that the drama and fiction are the only 
forms of writing which are worthy to be 
taken seriously. There is also a tendency 
nowadays to suggest that any work of art 
which nore parent necessarily must be 
of infericr . A writer in the Sunday 
Times challenges these views with the 
opinion that “the ideal novel should 
combine purpose with pleasure, and 
should repose on learning, but attract by 
imagination.” He mentions Cervantes, 
Dickens and Walter Scott for example, 
and he might have added some of the 
great Russians. It may be objected that 
the reading public would revolt against 
“heavier than air” fiction. The public 
taste is far from being a constant quality. 
The “best sellers’’ of past generations 
in England have included a translation 
of Homer, an English dictionary (Dr. 
Johnson’s), a long poetical’ rhapsody on 
the glories of classical and medieval 
civilisation (‘‘Childe Harold”), and a 
detailed history of party politics in the 
reign of William III. After all, if it is 
read with understanding, Dr. Johnson’s 
preface to his dictionary is a far more 
moving human document than a micro- 
scopic searching of the suburban soul, of 
which dozens appear every month. 
Lockhart, in his life of Sir Walter Scott, 
says that “ Guy Mannering,” when it was 
first published, was received with “eager 
curiosity” and with “acclamation.” It 
is interesting to note the qualities of 
mind and style that were so popular in 
a novel a hundred years ago—‘ beautiful 
simplicity,’’ “wild, solemn magnificence 
of its sketches of scenery,” “the rapid, 
ever-heightening interest of the narra- 
tive,’ humour, freshness and “ homely 
sagacity.” 


LORD AND LADY 
LONSDALE. 


ROYALTY TO HONOUR THEIR 
GOLDEN WEDDING. 


On Wednesday next the King and Queen 
are paying a rare compliment to a subject, 
for they, with the Prince of Wales, Princess 
Mary, and other members of the Royal 
family, are to be present in Carlton House 
Terrace at a dinner party at which Lord 
and Lady Lonsdale celebrate their golden 
wedding. “á 

But if the occasion is yo (says The 
Observer) so is the man, for rd Lonsdale 
is the last and most perfect survival of the 
territorial magnate and blue-blooded sports- 
man of a century and a half back. It may 
be that the aloofness of his border home at 
Lowther has preserved in him something of 
the characteristics of the old English noble- 
man; for at Lowther he is as ‘asic a king in 
little as his ancestors, and keeps up to this 
day much of the old state of the Lowthers 
of Lowther. 

Of the second Earl of Lonsdale, who died 
in 1872, there is an admirable portrait as 
Lord Eskdale in “ Coningsby.’’ This Ear! 
made a very great impression on Disraeli, for 
he is introduced again in those inimitable 
chapters of the first part of ‘‘ Tancred.’’ One 
of his sisters was that famous Caroline 
Duchess of Cleveland, arbiter and terror of 
Society in her last days. 

It has been Lord Lonsdale’s work to check 
roguery in sport, to promote good sports- 
manship, to cleanse and to keep it clean.

—all these owe much to him, to his example, 
and to his determination in grappling with 
evil growths. | 


OBITUARY. 


SIR HENRY FRANCIS DORAN. 


We regret to announce the death, which 
occurred at Bedford on Saturday, in his 
seventy-fourth year, of Sir Henry Francis 
Doran. Sir Henry had a long experience of 
Irish land problems. In 1890 and 1891 he 
was Assistant Land Commissioner in Ireland, 
afterwards becoming Chief Inspector of the 
Congested Districts Board. He was appointed 
a permanent member of the Board in 1910. 
The son of the late Henry Doran, of Ardagh, 
Killarney, County Kerry, he became Assistant 
to the Superintendent of Agricultural Educa- 
tion in 1875, and later was estate surveyor 
and valuer for various estates in the Counties 
of Roscommon, Mayo and Sligo. In 1885 he 
married Margaret Caroline, daughter of the 
late Thomas Cox, of Bunreagh, Croghan, 
County Roscommon. He was knighted in 
1915. 


SIR W. ST. JOHN CARR. 


The death is announced in Johannesburg 
of Sir William St. John Carr at the age 
of 80. Of Irish parentage, he started life 
as a midshipman, but abandoned the sea and 
went to South Africa in 1874 to enter the 
service of the Cape Government Railways. 
He went to Johannesburg thirteen years 
later, and was one of the pioneers in the 
goldfields. At the time of the Jameson 
rail he was a member of the Reform Com- 
mittee, and was imprisoned at Pretoria, being 
one of those sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment. During the Boer war he joined 
tha Imperial Light Horse, and was in the 
siege of Ladysmith. He had the distinc- 
tion in 1903 of being the first Mayor of 
It was two years later that 
he received his knighthood. 

A man of worth and character, ‘he pos- 
sessed in full measure the Irish aptitude for 
public life which has often brought his 
fellow-countrymen to leadership in British 
communities oversea, says The Times. He 
was also the recognised lay leader of the 
Roman Catholic community :on the Rand. 
Born on February 21, 1848, the son of Captain 
John Carr, of The Lodge, Clonmel, William 
St. John Carr was educated at the French 
College, Blackrock, and matriculated at the 
Catholic University of Dublin. As a lad his 
love of adventure and travel led him to take 
service with a mercantile shipping company. 
His voyages brought him to many countries, 
including Australia, New Zealand, Cochin 
China, Japan, and Siam. A little later he 
visited India, and was on the staff of the 
great Indian Peninsula Railway till 1874, 
when he settled in South Africa, joining the 
Cape Government Railways. 


BISHOP FREDERICK WALLIS. 

The Times announces the death at Bourne- 
mouth yesterday at the age of 74 of the Right 
Rev. Frederick Wallis, D.D., Fellow of Gon- 
ville and Caius College, Cambridge, and for- 
merly Bishop of Wellington, New Zealand. 
Bishop Wailis was born at Hastings. At 
Caius he distinguished himself as a scholar. 


REV. JOHN ALFRED FORD. 


The death took place last Friday at St. 
Luke’s Hostel, London, of the Rev. John 
Alfred Ford, B.A., T.C.D.. Rector of 
Maisey-Hampton, Fairforhd, Gloucestershire, 
England. After his ordination the Rev. 
Mr. Ford was appointed curate of Castle- 
connor in 1884, and two years later he was 
promoted to the incumbency. In 1888 he was 
made Rector of Ballyboy, King’s County, 
leaving in 1890 to. become incumbent of Eyre- 
court, Co. Galway. From 1898 up to the 
time of his death he was Rector of Maisey- 
Hampton. 


MR. DANIEL BROPHY. 


The death of Mr. Daniel Brophy, traffic 
manager of the Dublin United Tramways. 
occurred at the Mater Misericordia Hospital 
private home on Saturday. After sixteen 
years on the company’s clerical staff he was 
appointed traffic manager some thirteen vears 
ago, and was in charge Of that important 
department during the years when the Dub- 
lin tramways gained the reputation of being 
among the most satisfactory public services 
in those islands. His death at the present 
juncture in the development of the city 
transport will be a great loss to the company, 
and is regretted by all who knew him.

TRAWLER’S 5,300 MILES’

The race was won by Mr. Raymond Nayes, 
of London, wth Mr. Paul Stables, of Lough- 
borough,, second, and Mr. H. Mason, of 
Southport, thrd. Malcolm Campbell retired 
through axle trouble at the end of the thirty- 
ninth lap. 

Miss Cunliffe had driven down the 
“straight ' and was making a plucky attempt 
to get into the second position when the 
accident happened. Instead of taking the 
bend wide, as she had previously done, she 
closed in. Both she and her father had to 
be extricated from underneath the car. 
Thousands of people witnessed the accident.

COMPENSATION CLAIMS IN 
CORK COURT. 

At Cork Circuit Court an action was heard 
in which Michael Sheehan, 10 Dunalocha, 
Blackrock, sued the Free State Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs for compensation in 
respect of an injury to his eyes and face 
received in the course of his employment as 
a linesman in defendant's employment.

treaty. Every nation is free at al] times, 
and regardless of treaty provisions, to 
fend its territories from attack or invasion, 
and it alone is competent to dec 
whether circumstances require recourse to 
war in self-defence. If it has a good case, 
the world will applaud and not condemn 
its action. | 

Express recognition by treaty of this in- 


same difficulty encountered in any effort 
to define aggression. It is the identical 
uestion approached from the other side. 
n this respect no treaty hore can 
add to the natural right of self-defence. 
It is not in the interest of peace that a 
treaty should stipulate a juristic concep- 
tion of self-defence, since it is far too easy 
for the unscrupulous to mold events to 
accord with an agreed definition. 


THE LEAGUE COVENANT. 


The Covenant imposes no affirmative 
primary obligation to go to war. The 
obligation, if any, is secondary and 
attaches only when deliberately accepted 
by a State. Article 10 of the Covenant 
has, for example, been interpreted by a 
resolution submitted to the Fourth 
Assembly, but not formally mg oy owing 
to one adverse vote, to mean that “it is 
for the constitutional authorities of each 
member to decide, ir reference to the ob- 
ligation of preserving the independence 
and the integrity of the territory of the 
members, in what degree the member is 
bound to assure the execution of this 
obligation by employment of its military 
forces.”’ 

There is, in my opinion, no necessary 
inconsistency between the Covenant and 
the idea of an unqualified renunciation of 
war. The Covenant can, it is true, be 
construed as authorising war in certain 
circumstances; but it is an authorisation 
and not a positive requirement. 


THE TREATIES OF LOCARNO. 


If the parties to the Treaties of Locarno 
are under any positive obligation to go to 
war, such obligation certainly would not 
attach until one of the parties has resorted 
to war in violation of its solemn pledge 
thereunder. It is, therefore, obvious that, 
if all the parties to.the Locarno. Treaties 
become parties to the multilateral anti-war 
treaty. proposed by the United States, 
there would-be a double assurance that the 
Locarno Treaties would not be violated by 
recourse to arms. 

In such an event it would follow that 
resort to war by any State, in violation of 
the Locarno Treaties, would also be a 
breach of the multilateral anti-war treaty, 
and the other parties’ to the anti-war 
treaty would thus, as a matter of law, be 
automatically released from their obliga- 
tions thereunder and free to fulfil. their 
Locarno commitments. 

The United States is entirely willing 
that all parties to. the Locarno Treaties 
should become parties to its proposed anti- 
war treaty, either through signature in the 
first instance, or by immediate accession 
to the treaty as soon as it comes into force 
in the manner provided in Article 3 cf 
the American draft, and it will offer no 
objection when and if such a suggestion 1s 


made, 
TREATIES OF NEUTRALITY. 


Tho United States is not informed as 
to the precise treaties which France has 
in mind, and cannot, therefore, discuss 
their provisions. It is not unreasonable 
to suppose, however, that the relations 
between France and the States whose 
neutrality she has-guaranteed are suffi- 
ciently close and infimate to make it 
possible for France to persuade such 
States to adhere seasonably to the anti- 
war treaty proposed by the United States. 
lí this were done, no party to the 
anti-war treaty could attack the 
neutralised States without violating the 
treaty, and thereby automatically freeing 
France and the other Powers in respect 
of the treaty-breaking State from the 
obligations of the anti-war treaty. If the 
neutralised States were attacked by a 
State not a party to the anti-war treaty, 
the latter treaty would, of course, have 
no bearing, and France would be as free 
tc act under the treaties guaranteeing 
neutrality as if she were not a party to 
the anti-war treaty. It is difficult to 
conceive, therefore, how treaties guarantee- 
ing neutrality can be regarded as neces- 
sarily preventing the conclusion by France 
or any other Power of a multilateral 
treaty fcr the renunciation of war. 


TREATY-BREAKING STATES. 


As I have already pointed out, there 
can be no question, as a matter of law, 
that violation of a multilateral anti-war 
treaty through resort to war by one party 
thereto would automiatically release the 
other parties from their obligations to the 
treaty-breaking States. Any express re- 
cognition of this principle of law is wholly 
uunecessary. 


UNIVERSALITY. 


From the beginning it has been the 
lope of the United States that its pro- 
posed multilateral anti-war treaty should 
be world-wide in its application, and 
appropriate provision therefor was made 
in the draft submitted to the other 
Governments on April 13. From a prac- 
ticai standpoint, it is clearly preferable, 
however, not to postpone the coming into 
icrce of an anti-war treaty until all the 
nutions of the world can agree upon the 
text of such a treaty and cause it to be 
ratified. 

Fcr one reason or another a State so 
situated as to be no menace to the peace 
of the world might obstruct agreement or 
delay ratification in such manner as to 
render abortive the efforts of all the other 
Powers. 

It is highly improbable, moreover, that 
a form of a treaty acceptable to the 
British, French, German, Italian and 
Japanese Governments, as well as to the 
United States, would not be equally 
acceptable to most, if not all, of the other 
Powers of the world. Even were this not 
ihe case, however, the coming into force 
among the above-named six Powers of an 
efiective anti-war treaty and their observ- 
ence thereof would be a practical 
eer against a second world war. 
his in itself would be a tremendous ser- 
vice to humanity, and the United States 
is not willing to jeopardise the practical 
success of the proposal which it has made 
by conditioning the coming into force of 
the treaty upon prior universal or almost 
universal acceptance.’ 

The British, German, Italian and 
Japanese Governments have now replied to 
my Government's Notes of April 13, 1928, 
and the Governments of the British 
Dominions and of India have likewise 
replied to the invitations addressed to 
them on May 22, 1928, by my Govern- 
ment, pursuant to the suggestion con- 
veyed in the Note of May 19, 1928, from 
His Majesty’s Government in Great 
Britain.

“Convinced that all changes in their re- 
lations with one another should be sought 
only by pacific means and be the result of 
a peaceful and orderly process, and that 
any signatory Power which shal] hereafter 
seek to promote its national interests by: 
resort to war should be denied the benefits 
furnished by this treaty.’ 

The revised preamble thus gives express 
recognition to the principle that if a 
State resorts to war in violation of the 
treaty, the other contracting parties are 
released from their obligations under the 
treaty to that State. It also provides for 
participation in the treaty by all parties 
to the treaties of Locarno, thus making 
it certain that resort to war, in violation 
of the Locarno treaties, would also violate 
the present treaty and release not only the 
other signatories of the Locarno treaties, 
but also the other signatories to the anti- 
war treaty from their obligations to the 
treaty-breaking State. 

Moreover, as stated above, my Govern- 
ment would be willing to have included 
among the original signatories the parties 
to the neutrality treaties referred to by 
the Government of the French Republic, 
although it believes that the interests of 
those States would be adequately safe- 
guarded if, instead of signing in the first 
instance, they should choose to adhere to 
the treaty. 

In these circumstances, I have the 
honour to transmit herewith, for the con- 
sideration of Your Excellency’s Govern- 
ment, a draft of a multilateral treaty for 
the renunciation of war, containing the 
changes outlined above. I have been in- 
structed to state in this connection that 
the Government of the United States is 
ready to sign at once a treaty in the form 
herein proposed, and to express the fervent 
hope that the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment will be able promptly to indicate its 
readiness to accept without qualification 
or reservation the form.cf treaty sug- 
gested by the United States. 

If the Governments of Australia, 
Belgium, Canada, .

From an eye-witness who was present at

into the air to the simultaneous discharge of

POLICE LOSE THEIR HEADS. 

It crashed down, a complete wreck, at the 
foot of the sixty-foot embankment. With it 
to destruction went the cat, its sole occupant 
and the latest victim of the modern craze for 
speed. Its scorched body was found in all 
that remained of the tin. 

After the explosion the crowd broke the 
police cordon and rushed to the scene, and 
police reinforcements were hurried up to 
prevent accidents through possible further 
explosions.

Mr.: Daniel McAnaw, High Chief Ranger 
for Northern Ireland, who presided, said that 
in the month of March the Foresters applied 
to the Strabane Technical Committee for the 
‘use of a room there for the meeting. of dele- 
gates to that convention. The Committee 
unanimously granted the application subject 
to the approval of the Ministry of Education 
and of the approval of the Regional Education 
Committee. e application then ‘went before 
the Strabane and Castlederg Regional Com- 
mittee, who also unanimously granted it sub- 
ject to the approval of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation. The minutes were before the Ministry 
from then until the middle of May, when the 
Ministry stated that the proper authority to 
raht permission was , the al Education 
‘committee, meaning the Tyrone County 
Council, but, at any rate, they could not ap- 
prove of the use of the school for political 
purposes. 

This was the first time, Mr. McAnaw 
stated, that their society had been referred 
to as “political.” Their society was hdn- 
sectarian and non-political He thought the 
name of it was too much for the Government 
to swallow. (Hear, hear.) Somie years ago 
a banquet of the Irish National Foresters’ 
convention was presided over by one of the 
greatest dignitaries of the Protestant Church, 
the then, Archbishop of Tuam, Dr. Plunkett. 
A few years ago Lady Desart, of Kilkenny, 
who was not of their faith, became a member 
of their society. 


MR. DEVLIN'S VIEWS. 

Mr. Devlin said that those who were the 
Department of Education of the Northern 
Government had refused to allow them to 
meet in the Technical School. These people 
must learn the lesson that Ulster and Ulster 
institutions did not belong to them. Hé 
could only say that it was characteristic of 
the mean and petty spirit which moved their 
new-founded masters. They should learn 
the simple lesson of bowing to the free, ex- 
pressed will of the people. The’ Northern 
Government treated 
utmost contempt, and muzzled them every; 
where except in the only place where they 
could not muzzle them—in their own Parlia- 
ment. The reason that they were being 
muzzled like this was because they were too 
ready to acquiesce, and accept things as they 
were. If they had not respect for themselves 
the Government would have no respect for 
them. 

He advocated. unity amongst them. Was 
there any other country in the world where 
they found thirty-five per cent. of the people 
bowed down to the ground?

THREATS TO PRIEST.

REMARKABLE CASE AT 
TRALEE. 

A series of letters to a priest containing a 
threat to ‘slit the throats’’ of four altar 
boys, who would be sons of well-to-do people 
in the town, and not less than years old or 
more than sixteen, unless a sum of ten 
pounds was paid to the writer by a certain 
date, has resulted in the arrest at Tralee of a 
young man said to be an ex-Nationa] soldier, 
who gave his name as Michael Langney, of 
M‘Cowan’s lane, Tralee. 

The Rev. John Lynch, senior curate, St. 
John’s Church, Tralee, to whom the demands 
were sent, took no notice of the first letter, 
which he received on the 29th ult., but as it 
was followed each day by the same demand 
and threat he communicated with the Guards. 
The writer of the letters enclosed a notice, 
which he stipulated should be copied and 
signed by Father Lynch and posted on the 
church gate pillar and guaranteeing that no 
steps would be taken to have him arrested. 
When this was done he would state how the 
monev should be sent to him. The Guards 
copied the notice and posted it up as stipu- 
lated, and that evening Father Lynch read 
a letter in the same handwriting in which it 
was directed that the money should be en- 
closed in a sealed envelope and given to one 
of the altar boys, who was to wear a white 
flower in his buttonhole and walk along a 
part of the footnatn indicated at a stated 
hour until he would he spoken to “ in a cer- 
tain phrase * by a voung man 5 feet 6 inches 
in height and wearing a tie of a colour indi- 
cated. 

Master Donald O'Neill was selected to be 
the bearer of a ‘‘dud”’ sealed letter, and 
walked along the street indicated at the 
appointed time, Guards in plain clothes being 
concealed in houses on the route. At the end 
of a laneway a man accosted Master O'Neill, 
got the letter, and darted off through the 
janeway. The Guards gave chase, but the 
fugitive escaped. 

Last Friday evening the boy O'Neill saw a 
man in the street whom he identified as the 
man who took the letter from him, and imme- 
diately pointed him out to his father, Mr. 
John O'Neill, grocer and spirit merchant, 
Castle street. Mr. O'Neill kept the man 
under observation while his son went to the 
Guards’ station. As the man began to move 
away, and no Guards were in view, “Mr. 
O'Neill engaged him in conversation until 
two Guards from Limerick appeared, when 
the man was detained until the local Guards 
‘arrived, 

Langney, who is 23 years of age, is said 
to have made statements to the Guards, in 
which he admitted the charges. He was re- 
manded in custody to Limerick Jail, 


CRANES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Touching the very interesting article 
about ‘‘ Herons and -Heronies,” are we in 
Ireland using the right old word, as in other 
cases, when we say ‘‘cranes?’’ When 
Henry 11., at Dublin, taught the Irish kings 
and princes to eat cranes ‘‘ which before 
they had loathed,’’ which bird was it? 
Among the place-names that are a joy to 
anyone that learnt Ivish for love; and not 
for compulsion, but have not the least in- 
terest for the new learners—indeed, are 
gone out of use and forgotten—is that of a 
hill called “the high hill of the cranes or 
herons,’’ Dr. Joyce would say. 

Cranes (as we will still call them) used to fish 
Once on a sunny: summer 
day one stood for a long time on one leg 
as if in meditation in the middle of a stream 
that runs side by side with the river. At 
night their call would be heard passing over 
the house on the way back to the hills. 
they have no trees now to go to. Cranes 
fish in the Erkina River, where they have 
trout, and, it may be, nest in Lord Castle. 
town's demesne close by. Others rest at 
some distance from there in a little island 
with bushes, in the middle of a small Jake 
or pond, once much bigger. near the far 
side of which runs a motor-infested road. 
They have eels there, but no trout.- hither 
come wild swans in the winter. I never 
heard of cranes fishing from the land, but 
standing in the water. 

In Carlyle’s ' Reminiscences,” edited by 
C. Eliot Norton (Vol. 1, p. 169), he tells how 
he yoked: his gig ahout three o'clock on a 
summer morning and drove. away from 
lempland: ‘‘I remember seeing towards 
Auldgarth, within few yards of my road. a 
vigilant industrious heron, mid-leg deep in 
the Nith stream, diligently fishing, dabbing 
its long bill and hungry eyes down in the 
rushing water (tail up stream); and paying 
no regard to my wheels or me: the only 
time I ever saw a hernshaw (‘ herrinsh®uw : 
the. Annandalers call it) actually fishing.” 
, There are no squirrels anywhere now. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne (one of George Eliot's 
favourite writers) says that. “a squirrel js 
such a choleric and humorous little persona 
that it is hard to distinguish between his 
moods, Whosoever yearns for a republic 
would do well to read the introduction to 
‘The Scarlet Letter.” —Yours, etc.,

Belgian operators appear to have 
speculating very heavily, more particularly 
in the Loewenstein issues, such as 
national Holdings and Hydro-Electric Securi- 
ties, the severe break in which has had a 
weakening effect upon speculative issues 
generally. It was noticeable, howeve®, that 
sharp falls took place last week in securities 
which are far removed from the influénce 
of American or Continental speculation, such 
as Home Rails, though it is possible that 
these were sold by people who had to meet 
losses in other directions, induced to do so 
by the somewhat pessimistic views now being 
expressed regarding the outlook for this par- 
ticular group. 


TOO MUCH SPECULATION, 


While the check to the gambling in 
America end the evidences of financial 
trouble in Brussels were the main factors in 
producing last week's depression, it must be 
admitted that there had been too much 
speculation in our market. For a time it 
looked as though prices would never stop 
rising, and even though many Industrials 
reached levels at which the yields were 
absurdly low, or the shares gave no return at 
all, there were many ardent spirits who 
were predicting that prices would go higher 
still, and some of these people backed their 
opinions by purchasing shares even at 
grossly inflated figures. We are now suffer- 
ing from the effects of too much speculation, 
and until the position has been rendered 
healthier it is futile to expect any substantial 
recovery. We may see occasional bursts of 
apparent strength, caused by covering opera- 
tions on the part of bears, for it would be 
surprising if some professionals did not take 
advantage of the recent malaise to sell short. 
Apart from these considerations, the position 
was not helped last week by the maturity 
of some heavy options entered into for the 
end-June settlement—that is, the one that is 
now being arranged—and the date for the 
declaration of these options was Friday last. 


A FAULT OF THE PUBLIC. 


Recent events have again illustrated the 
fact that in times of market buoyancy the 
public are extremely reluctant to sell and 
thus secure any profit that is accruifig to 
them. Brokers freqyently comment upon 
this failing. Certainly, when prices are rising 
daily and the atmosphere of the House is 
one of rampant optimism, it seems foolish 
to sell things which have every appearance 
of i“ higher; but there is no doubt that 
by holding on in the hope of selling at near 
the top, or by sticking to a belief that prices 
will rise further, the public in times of boom 
lose a good deal of money. This has fre- 
quently apes before, and in all proba- 
bility it will happen again. Obviously the 
difficulty is to determine when prices are 
near the top, and certainly it looked as 
though they had reached that level] on several 
occasions during the past year of two, instead 
of which there was afterwards a further 
substantial advance. When, however, prices 
have appreciated very greatly, and when the

ANCE COMPANIES, 


- The Stock Exchange position had become 
unsatisfactory of late for other reasons. The 
last year or two has witnessed the flotation 
or introduction of numerous new companies. 
“Many of these are of a finance character, 
formed for the purpose of holding shares in 
other concerns which had enjoyed a certain 
“Measure of success. Frequently the new 
shares* were introduced at a big premium. 
and public or proféssional buying subse- 
quently carried them up to a much higher 
level, usually because it was known that 
options were held on favourable terms relat- 
ing to “unissued shares of allied companies. 
If prices rose, as they did, these finance 
undertakings could not fail to make profits, 
at least on paper, but. the existence of such 
companies is not helpful in bad times, and 
apart from this, it is to be feared that the 
thing was overdone. There was too much 
finance, as distinct from real business—what 
the Stock Exchange terms “ pig on pork '”— 
and markets may suffer from this later on. 


INVESTMENT TRUSTS. 


These concerns are not to be confused with 
investment trusts, though sometimes it is 
diffteult to differentiate between them. The 
essential difference between the two is that 
the former mainly depend for their profits 
upon operations in the shares in which they 
are interested, while the trusts rely mainly 
upon the income from the investments held, 
supplemented by underwriting and other com- 
missions.

The general tone of the provision trade in 
this centre may be regarded as satisfactory. 
A steady feeling is reported in most staple 
products, and butter rules firm on spot, fol- 
lowing an official advance of five kroner in 
the Danish official quotation. In bacon no 
change is recorded in Irish, which fully 
maintains late rates, but most Continental 
cures, including Danish, Swedish and Dutch, 
have been advanced 2s. per cwt. Demand 
for eggs still remains quiet, with prices 
favouring buyers, who now show a disposi- 
tion to act cautiously and operate for imme- 
diate requirements only. According to offi- 
cial statistics, the customary reduction took 
place in butter prices in May, but although 
the index number fell three points on the 
month the level of prices at per cent. 
above 1911-13 was ten points higher than that 
of May, 1927. Cheese prices also con- 
tinued high, Cheddar selling at about 85 per 
cent. more than pre-war, as compared with 
46 per cent. a year ago. Egg prices ad- 
vanced a little during the month under re- 
view, but not to the same extent as usual, 
and the index number was two points 
lower at 35 per cent. above pre-war. The 
advance in the price of fat cattle, which has 
Seen noticeable during the past few months, 
continued during May, and fat cattle are 
now 48 per cent. above pre-war, as against 
an average of 27 per cent. for the whole 
of the year 1927. Fat sheep were about the 
same price, but, ‘as a fall in prices is cus- 
tomary at this season, the index number 
rose by 12 points to 90 per cent. above 
1911-13. Fat cattle and sheep also sold at ad- 
vanced prices, but dairy cattle were slightly 
cheaper. Both fat and store pigs showed a 
reduction in price, in accordance with the 
usual tendency at this period of the year.

Best 
quality beasts cleared readily. but lack of 
finish was noticeable in a. great number of 
the entries, and trade was slow for this class.

‘UNDAMENTALS OF POSITION, 


(Sy MISS HELEN WILLS.) 

In my early experience with tennis I had 
4o learn what every player who takes his 
rame seriously should know—that 1s that 
Sucéess in tennis depends not only upon well- 
éutrolled arm muscles, but also, and to a 
e reat extent, upon the balls of the feet, 
As Y played the game and acquired a Measure 
of proficiency, I 


noticed that more = more 

was paving attention to what my feet were 
doin we on in my first play on the court 
1 had thought nothing at all about them. 

Now I know well, as a cardinal principle of 
tennis, that one’s game is not fully advanced 
B until thought and attention have been given 

to the feet. | 

Certain things should be said about. feet 
jin relation to speed. foot and stroke position 
feet on the base line, feet at the net, an 
‘feet in receiving the service, for they are all 
so much a part of the game. 

Regarding feet on the strokes, most players 
know the simple fundamentals about foot 
‘position, It is not difficult, since the player 


rurely faces the net fully on any 
stroke, but by preference, and in 
‘irving to get the best results and back- 
‘hand shots, it follows that one of 


the feet is advanced and is nearer the net 
than the other, 

On the forehand the left foot is nearer the 
net; on the backhand the right is advanced. 
The reason for this position is that it enables 
the player to direct his ball more easily and 
accurately, avd also allows him to put more 
sneed into his shot with less’ chance of 
error. The above are the main points in 
foot position for the strokes. 


FINE POISE. © 


Feet at the net, on the baseline and in 
tlie receiving court, should observe at all 
times nicety of balance; for it is the law 
for feet,” no matter where they are on the 
court. If you habitually stand on the ball 
of your feet, rather than flat-footed, you 
ave bound to achieve fine poise and balance, 
and the difference it makes in your play is 


surprising. But if you are down on 
your heels, the least bit of laziness 


seems to creep into your game, and although 
jt may not be conscious it makes a difference, 
quite apparent in the strokes and the general 
tone of play. 

It is so much easier to be graceful if you 
are well balanced. In any sport in which 
speed and ease of motion are necessary, the 
players are upon the balls of their feet, light 
and alert, ready for action. 

Mile. Lenglen is a good example of one 
who is constantly on her toes. In playing 
against her this fact impressed me more than 
anything else, and in watching her from the 
side lines I noticed something which I thought 
rather amusing. She was constantly on the 
balls of her feet, with the exception of a 
moment now and then when she allowed her 
weight to sink down on her heels. At these 
times, when her heels were on the ground 
the toes of her tennis shoes point upward, so 
accustomed were they to having her on her 
toes, 

QUICK “ GET-OFF.”’ 

Playing on the balls of her feet, not only 
means balance, but means speed as well. 
Logically, the player who plays more on the 
balls of his feet is the faster one. The up- 
ward and forward feeling that one sees in 
good tennis is closely related to the way in 
which the player stands. 

Being on the balls of the feet enables a 
player to start quickly, and it is well known 
that the “‘ get-off” is one of the most im- 
portant points in relation to speed. Correct 
anticipation, which has grown up with ex- 
perience, helps a player in starting quickly, 
but nothing means so much as a quick “ get- 
off’ as a good standing position. 

Some players can cover court rapidly when 
they once get started, but have trouble with 
the start itself. In a game like tennis, in 
which fractions of seconds count, a fast start 
is invaluable, 

Among the women plavers whom I have 
met. Mrs. Godfrey stands out, along with 
Mile. Lenglen, as one who has perfectly re- 
markable powers of quick action. She is in 
motion at full speed in the twinkling of an 
eye, and because her weight is well-placed 
upon her feet. 

In any sport, no matter where you look, 
where a quick “' get-off’’ is essential, you find 
that the weight of the body is well poised on 
the feet, giving the feeling, both to the player 
and the onlooker, that the action is already 
begun before actuai motion is apparent.

CORK, Sunday. 


To the City of Cork belongs the honour 
of the establishment of the first Regional 
Savings Committee in the Irish Free State, 
and the success that the movement has 
attained furnishes one of the best 
examples of co-operative thrift in the 
country. In one school alone there is an 
association having 340 members, whose 
total subscriptions in three years have 
amounted to over £1,015, or virtually £1 
per head per annum. 

With a view of bringing the thrift move- 
ment more under the notice of the citizens 
a public meeting was held in the Muni- 
cipal School of Art during the week, and 
it was gratifying to find members of 
opposing political parties on the same 

atform voicing their approval of the 
movement. Mr. James Dwyer, the Chair- 
man of the Cork Savings Committce, 
stated that the Savings Certificate move- 
ment was outside the ordinary sphere of 
politics, and that it was far better for 
the State to have its own people as 
creditors than to have money on loan from 
America or any other country. 

Professor J. Busteed put forward an 
appeal for greater interest in the matter 
on the part not only of the general public, 
but also of fhe Government. It had been 
a civic movement, he declared, fostered 
largely by voluntary effort, and, although 
the Government had given its name to it, 
their assistance appeared but grudging and 
un businesslike. 

Mr. Sean French, T.D., who was Lord 
Mayor when Cork Corporation was dis- 
solved, presided over the proceedings, 
during the course of which Mr. H. A. 
Mullett, barrister-at-law, of the Central 
Savings Committee, outlined the growth 
of the scheme. He explained that there 
are now over two thousand Savings 
Associations. at work in the Free State; 
seventeen committees have been estab- 
lished, and during the next few months 
many others will formed, A series of 
meetings are being held to place before 
the public the terms of the Savings Certi- 
ficate, the issue of which had now opened. 


MISS MacSWINEY REAPPEARS. 


It is now almost twelve months since 
Miss Mary MacSwiney addressed a public 
meeting in the constituency for which she 
was once elected to represent in the Dail. 
This absence of Republican meetings, she 
declared at a meeting called during the 
week to protest against the detention in 
jail of political prisoners, did not mean 
that the Republic was dead. Its enemies 
were anxious that this should be believed, 
but for one reason or another meetings 
had been discontinued for a time. : 

There was only one policy, declared 
Miss MacSwiney, that could make this 
country prosperous—the shutting out of 
all English goods, “not by a twopence- 
halfpenny tariff,’ but by a complete 
embargo on everything that could be 
manufactured here, 

Mr. David Kent, T.D., another speaker, 
asked if they could find one single act 
that the new Fianna Fail Party had done 
since their entry into the Dail to make 
Treland free. “They have only made the 
country the laughing stock of the world,” 
he declared. 


STREET TRADERS TO MOVE. 


In closing a number of leading 
thoroughfares to street traders, the 
Borough Commissioner, Mr. P. Monahan, 


is following the example set by the 
authorities in Dublin. The. increasing 


traffic of the city has been greatly ob- 
structed by the traders in certain streets, 
and as several accidents have occurred 
recently it has become necessary to 
terminate the licence which for centuries 
has been allowed to all and sundry to 
obstruct traffic in the street for their own 


purpose. 
In North Main street a regular market 
had been established, which, with the 


passing of years, became a feature of the 
life of the city, and of late had shown a 
tendency to spread to neighbouring 
thoroughares. Alternative accommodation 
is being provided, and the Commissioner 
has promised to consider sympathetically 
any suggestions which may be put forward. 

In a fortnight, therefore, the provisions 
of the Street Trading Act, 1926, will be 
adopted, which will enable him to issue 
licences to traders who may be approved 
by the Civic Guards to trade in particular

CORK SUMMER SHOW. 


Elaborate arrangements have now been 
completed for the Munster Agricultural 
Society’s annual show, which wil] be held 
in the Cork Show grounds on Wednesday 
and Thursday next, and present indica- 
tions are that, from every point of view, 
the event will be establishing a “ record ”’ 
in the history of the organisation. Every 
section has been well supported, and the 
total number of entries exceed that of 
previous years. 

A large number of visitors are attracted 
annually to the city by the event, and in 
this connection it should be noted that, 
through the offices of the Cork Publicity 
special travelling facilities 
are being provided by the Great Southern 
Railways. Return tickets at single fares 
will be issued from all stations withir 
twenty miles of Cork, and outside this 
area, from all parts of the province, return 
tickets will be issued at three-quarter 
single fare. All these vouchers, which can 
be obtained from the 25th till the 30th, 
will be available for return up to and 
including the 2nd July. 

In addition to the Show and other 
attractions of the week, the new greyhound 
racing track at the Show grounds will be 
opened on Wednesday evening, 

An appeal has been made to the 
merchants and business people of the city 
to co-operate in brightening the appear- 
ance of the streets by decorating their 
premises with flags and bunting. 


COUNTY HEALTH SCHEME. 


The County Cork Board of Health has 
now decided to adopt the Local Govern- 
ment Department’s new health scheme 
for the county and to appoint three 
assistant doctors to the county medical | 
officers for the treatment of tuberculosis. 

Speaking at a recent meeting of that 
body, Mr. J. Daly, T.D., said that the 
services of the three new officers would 
be devoted to the prevention of disease in 
its incipient stages and the securing of 
such good health amongst the people that 
no necessity would eventually be found 
for sanatoria and similar treatment. 
He congratulated the Local Government 
Board on the excellence of the scheme, 
which he believed was arranged specially 
in the interests of the poor of the county. 

The County Dispensary Medical 
Officers’ Association had taken exception 
to a remark made in connection with the 
scheme, which he felt cast a slur not only 
on them as dispensary officers, but on the 
entire medical profession. The matter 
has now been cleared up, however, to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, and the 
Association have withdrawn their opposi- 
tion to the proposals. : 


MOTORING TOURISTS. 


As the summer season progresses, so 
does the tourist traffic increase despite 
the vagaries of our climate. A record 
number of American visitors for this 
period of the year has arrived at Queens- 
town. While many pass through the city 
en route to their home districts in various 
parts of Ireland, the majority avail them- 
selves of the opportunities for visiting 
the numerous places of beauty and in- 
terest in the Munster province. 

Every week a fresh contingent arrives at 
popular centres like Killarney and Glen- 
garriffe, and a noticeable feature is the 
increasing number who bring over their 
own motor cars in which to tour the 
country. This latter type of visitor has 
done much to popularise the more remote 
beauties of the country.

With an. advantage of a. stone. in the 
weights, Romany Queen ran a good race 
against Tobogyen, and finished in front of 
Scuttle, after being the last. to. leave the 
gate. She is probably a.good one, and as 
she has no penalties in the Sandringham 
Foal Plate on Friday next, she looks lke 
winning that race, and easily too. 

Of the handicappers, Priory Park took the 
honours of the week,. though Kohanaun ran 
an equally good race in winning the Trial 
Stakes. Apelle has been top weight in han- 
dicaps all the season, but in the Sandown 
Anniversary Cup, to be run at the Eclipse 
meeting, Fohanaun is now up alongside him, 
each having 9st. 4ib,; both being rated as 
7lb. better than the Hardwicke Stakes 
winner, Foliation, and 2Ib. better than the 
Jubilee winner, Abbot's Speed—this over a 
mile and a quarter. 
FANCIFUL STORIES. 

Arabella claims the major two-year-old 
honours of the week. Next to her Mr. 
Jinks, Major McCalmont’s winner of the New 
Stakes, came out best. There is reason for 
stating that the stories told about his remark- 
able trial were -mastly fanciful, and, though 
he was rated good at Stockbridge, he rather 
surprised his connections by the ease with 
which he won. On the whole, there was 
nothing remarkable in the two-year-old form 
at the meeting. 

The statistical records of the meeting are 
wonderfully interesting. In all £72,900 was 
given away in prize money, of which nearly 
£40,000 was added money. The most  suc- 
cessful stallion at the meeting was Major 
McCalmont’s Tetratema, he being credited 
with Royal Minstrel, Toureen and Mr. Jinks, 
whose regete , yee amounted to 
£8,745. etratema. looks like taking a very 
high place in the list of winning’ sires this 
season. - Hurry On comes next to him, and 
Galloper Light came well into the picture as 
the sire .of the Coventry Stakes winner, 
Reflector, and Baralong. Mr, Persse was 
the most successful trainer at the meeting, 
horses from his stable winnini £6,765. 

I hardly remember an Ascot which has 
been more satisfactory from a speculator's 
point of view, Ascot is always regarded as 
the bookmakers’ harvest, and in nine years 
out of ten it is. This year the reverse has 
been the case, and unless layers. haye been 
especially fortunate they are fairly heavy 
losers on the four days. | 

In the old days after a black Ascot the 
correct thing to do was to go to Windsor 
on the Saturday in order to try and get out. 
Yesterday people’ went to Windsor pe in 
and play up some of their winnings, and they 
did it with considerable success too for the 
first four favourites of the afternoon all won. 
The first of them was Floribella, a delightful 
filly by Tetratema, bred by Mrs. Dennehy at 
Ballymanus, for whom Captain Boyd-Rochfort 
gave 2,600 guineas at Doncaster last year on 
behalf of a new patron, Mr. Viasto; who has 
hitherto raced mostly in France. 
DONOGHUE’S. GOOD RIDING. 

The one best backed to beat Floribella 
was the Sundrella colt, and he. was so 
smartly off that Carslake was able to cross 
to the rails. Floribella was in the middle of 
the course, and when they. had gone about 
three furlongs she executed a very sharp 
swerve towards the rails. Luckily she 
was behi twe or three other horses. and 
luckily also she had so fine a horseman as 
Donoghue on her, for she looked like putting 
one or two over the rails so fast did she 
come towards them. 

Donoghué, however, got her straightened 
out, and she. began to ran on again, and 
finally with a great burst of speed she came 
and beat the Sundrella colt by half a length 
—as smart performance considering that she 
must have lost two or three lengths when 
she ewerved: She is a sister to Bewitched, 
who was á very speedy filly a couple of 
seasous ago. 

The next favourite to win was Our Bill, a 
4 to 1 chance, who very easily beat Simonian 
in the Park Selling Welter Handicap. Then 
we came to the Prince of Wales’s Birthday 
Handicap. The weights for this were pub- 
lished before Lord Carnarvon’s filly Mara 
had run second to Amundsen at Birmingham. 
On that form she had a chance second to 
none.

The feature of a very enjoyable after- 
noon's racing at the Phenix Park last Satur- 
day was the convincin display of Major 
Dixon’s two-year-old, Tullycross. who, on this, | 
the occasion of his first apt on a race- 
course, won ih such facile style that it was 
difficult to estimate how. he might pos- 
sibly be. It was a strange coincidence that 
the runners for this nicely-endowed race did 
not include a single previous winner, and it 
will not be until Tullycross comes into op- 
position with such as Prince Meteor and 
other winning two-year-olds that a real esti- 
mate of his abilities may be gained. The 
early morning showers, doubtless, had an 
effect on the attendance, which, however, 
showed an improvement on the two previous 
meetings this season. 

Orrell Park, who finished second to 
Bosphorus at the last Park meeting, was the 
only one considered to have any chance 
against. Tullycross, and ds were always 
asked for about the chance of Major Dixon's 
colt. Although it was his first acquaintance 
with a racécourse he showed no signs of 
greenness in the race, and, dominating the: 
situation virtually from the rising of the 
tapes, he won in most convincing fashion. 
His performance certainly brought distinc- 
tion on his sire, Apron, who stands at the 
Moyglare Stud, and the mare, Gilford, whose 
first foal he is. Orrell Park finished second 
and Dreamy Knight third, and another to 
show prominently in the race was Ryevale, a 
son of Tetratema, out of Confey. 

It is an encouraging sign for Irish racing 
that so many English owners have recently 
had their colours registered here. One of 
the latest recruits to the ranks is Lady 
Palmer, whose Kingsford made short work of 
the = in the Glenageary Pilate. 
Lady Palmer resides near Chester, and as 
well as- Kingsford, who is trained by Mr.
